FIRST UNITED STATES COINS 



'Fuaioa^" Made of Copper, Were the 
Eariiest iaaiNd by Dirnet Au- 
thority of 



Ttie "fuglos" were the earliest coins 
issued by the authority of the United 
States, and were of copper. It was la 

April. 1787, that the congre5»s of the 
I'liited States authorized the hoard of 
treasury to contract for 300 tons of 
copper coin of the federal standard 
*VUP!aaably to the proposition of Mr. 
James Jarvis, provided that the iffcml- 
nm to be allowed to the United States 
on the account of the copper contracted 
for be not less than 15 per cent," and 
•hat **lt be coined at the expense of 
'he contractor, but under the Inspeo- 
lioD of an otficer appointed and paid 
by the United States." 

It Is presumed that this copper coin 
' ontract was made as directed for on 
rriday. July 6. 1787. the congrsas 
adopted this resolution: "That ttie 
I'oard ot treasury direct the contractor 
for the copper coinage to ataap on 
onp side of each piece the following 
ilevice. viz.: Thirteen circlk« linked 
:o!;^tber and a small circle in the mid- 
ile with the words "United States' 
around It, and In the center the words. 
■We are one.* On the other side of 
•he same piece the followlnR device. 

viz. : A dial with the hours expressed 
-I the face of It a meridian sun above. 

•>n one side of which Is to he the word 
''usrio* and on the other side the date 
1787'; below the dial the words. 'Mind 

your own business."*

.■VutoRraph hnnting sooBettmes 
•■roves fi most profitable pursuit. Lud- 
ovic Picnnl. a French r.ohiMiiinn of 
the TjOs, made a steady income out "t 
it for several years.

Engliahman on Papal Throne. 
Pope Adrian IV was by birth an 
Rn^Iishman, and the only one of that 
nation who ever occupied the papal 
chair. He was a native of I.arisrley, 
near St Albans, in Hertfordshire. He 
waa hdra before A. D. 1100. bis real 
name being Nicholas Breakspear. 
He was said to have left England as a 
lie_",'ar, mi:'1 to have become a serv- 
ant or lay brother in a monastery near 
1 ifliaan. hi fiaaie. Here he studle*! 
with such dlllgoice that he was elect- 
ed abbot in 11S7. He was made car- 
dinal bishop of Alba In 1146, and went 
to Denmark and Norway. Upon his 
return to Rome IHchoias was unani- 
mously chosen pope against his own 
Inclination. In November, 1154. hold- 
ing that post until his death at 
agni, September 1, 1158^

Demi-Gods of Old Rome. 
Castor and Pollux, also called the 
Dioscuri, were heroes or deml-gods of 

early Grecian mythology. They were 
brothers and said to be the sons of 
Zeus, who In Grecian mythology cor- 
responds to Jupiter in the mythology 
of Rome. Castor was fUnons for his 
skill In taming and managing horses, 
and Pollux for his skill In boxing. Al- 
though they were bnried, says the Gre- 
cian poet Homer, yet tbey cam* to life 
every other day and enjoyed divine 
honors. The worship of Castor and 
Pollux was introducefl at Rome at an 
early time. They were held to have 
aided the Romans in tattle with the 
l>fltins. or natives of Italy, and a 
temple was erecte<l to them in the 
forum. After these two mythical he- 
roes was the ship named in which St 
Paul completed his memorable voyage 
to Italy, in order that he might appeal 
to Gaeaar for Justice and prote<tloa.
